Tacitly recognizing Germany's re- I 
armament, and offering to Junk at | 
last the restrictive military clause* 
of the Treaty of Versailles, a pro- 
posal for a new general arms agree - 
"freely negotiated" on a basts 
'Of rights in a system of 
security." was offered to Oermany, 
Italy and Belgium following a four- 
day conference of representatives of 
two other signatories of the Locarno 
Security Pact, Prance and Britain. 

An Invitation to the powers to ex- 
tend the "mutual assistance" guar- 
antees of the Locarno Pact to the 
air was regarded as the most Im- 
portant single outcome of the Lon- 
don meeting. Even without Oer- 
many. It la planned for the other 
four powers to pledge mutual aerial 
aid In the event of aggression, but 
the remainder of the scheme Is pre- 
dicated upon Oermany's reentrance 
into the League of Nations and 
participation In the "Eastern Lo- 
carno" Security Pact. 

The one cut-and-dried result of 
the London talks was the announce- 
ment that Britain, welcoming the 
Borne agreements of collaboration 
between Prance and Italy, promised 
to consult with those powers and 
other adherents "if the lnde-

Gold Case Delay 
Causes Suspense 

Washington. Feb 4— (IN8)— 
The rosy optimism of high New 
Deal officials dver a favorable 
8uprcme Court ru ing In the vital 
gold cases took on a more somber 
hue today after the court made 
an unprecedented announcement 
that It was not ready to hand 
down a decision. 

Experienced court observers 
found nothing unusual In the 
delay Decision In a hundred bil- 
lion case In less than a month 
Itself would have been unusual. 

But many New Dealers In and 
out of Congress had expected the 
court to leap to a decision and 
clear up uncertainty over consti- 
tutionality of the congressional 
law abrogating the gold clause in 
public and private bonds. 



After declaring that "neither Oer- 
many nor any other power whose 
armaments have been defined by 
the peace treaties is entitled by uni- 
lateral action to modify these obli- 
gation.'' the joint Franco- British 
statement continued: 

"Nothing could contribute more to 
the restoration of confidence and 
the prospects of peace among na- 
tions than a general settlement 
freely negotiated between Germany 
and the other powers this settle- 
ment would establish agreements re- 
garding armaments generally, which 
tn the case of Germany would re- 
place the provisions of Part V of 
the Treaty of Versailles at present 
limiting arms and armed forces In

In connection with the announce- 
ment, there was the clear intima- 
tion of Eccles and Dr. Adolph Mil- 
ler, chairman of the building com- 
mittee, that all ba n k in g activities 
of the government would be 
Dined within five years. 

In planning the 
building, arangemenu were 
for housing the Reserve Board, the 
Federal Deposit Insurance corpor- 
ation and the office of the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. 

Miller Indicated plainly that It 
was the Intention of the government 
to consolidate the banking activities. 
However, he did not say under what 
jurisdiction they would be combined. 
Some expert* expressed the belief 
that the administration would re- 
commend to congress the establish- 
ment of a department of h a nkin g 
under a new cabinet officer. This 
was considered a logical step be- 
cause of the federal control of hank- 
ing taken over by the government 
through the FDIC. 

Under the FDIC the government 
has assumed for the first time in the 
history of the nation the control not 
only of the member banks of the 
federal reserve system but the non- 
member state banks. Eventually all 
banks In order to be Insured under 
the corporation must be members of 
the Federal Reserve system. In ef- 
fect, this means that there will be 
a single system of banking in the 
United Slates, a situation that never 
has existed heretofore. 

In planning the Federal Reserve 
building, which will be located on 
Constitution avenue in the neigh- 
borhood of three of the country's 
must beautiful buildings— the aca- 
deme of science, the Lincoln mem- 
orial and the public health bureau— 
the board selected a group of the 
nation's leading architects to sub-

Washington. Feb. 4— (INS)— For 
the first tune in history, a Congres- 
sional sub-committee today began 
hearings on a bill for which the 
communist party is making a na- 
tion-wide campaign. 

The measure is the Lundeen un- 
employment Insurance and old-age 
pension bill, estimated to cost $11,- 
000,000.000 a year. 

The hearing was held by a house 
labor sub-committee of which Rep. 
Matthew Dunn (D) of Pennsylvania, 
only blind member of the house, Is 
chairman. 

Endorsement of the bill was form- 
airy announced by a spokesman for 

the administration's economic secu- 
rity bill as a "fake." 

The measure was Introduced by 
Rep. Ernest Lundeen (PL) or Min- 
nesota, but not as a communist bill. 
It has the support of Chairman 
Connery (D) of Massachusetts of

Wis (ACP>— Exact and 
definite proof that college students 
are becoming more nctlve in peace 
movements was gained here today 
when results of a questionnaire sent 
to college newspaper editors and 
college presidents throughout the 
country by 
Associated 
tabulated. 

Approximately 400 college edi- 
tors and presidents answered a se- 
ries of questions on military train- 
ing and peace movements, and from 
their answers it was discovered 
that 120 college presidents and 131 
college editors have noticed a def- 
inite increase In sentiment in fa- 
vor of peace movements. Fifty 
presidents and 56 college editors 
did not feel there was any notice- 
able increase in this respect. 

Conversely, only 15 presidents and 
13 editors declared they noticed any 
t for either 
R. O T. C. 
vere both 
the editors and presidents on the 
question: Do you personally favor 
the entire abandonment of military 
training on your campus? Answer- 
ing in the affirmative were 27 
presidents and 56 editors, while 35 
presidents and 50 editors were op- 
posed. 

ROT C. is compulsory In 24 
of the schools Included In the poll, 
optional in 17, and not given In 
150, according to the editors, while 
gymnasium work Is required at 147 
institutions, optional in 28, and not 
required in 15. 

Exactly 152 of the colleges rep- 
resented by their editors are not 
obligated to the federal government 
to maintain a military course, while 
the answers given by the presidents 
bring the total to 168

SUPREME COURT 
DECISION UPHELD 



Former Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce and Air Mail 
Company Attorney Held 
Guilty of Contempt 

Washington, Feb. 4 — (INS) — The 
Supreme Court today upheld the 
Scna.e In finding William P. Mac- 
cracken, Washington lawyer, guilty 
of contempt for defiance of the 
Senate Air Mail Investigating Com- 
mittee. 

Maccracken, former assistant sec- 
retary of commerce for air and later 
attorney for many air mall com- 
panies, failed to produce important 
papers for the Investigating body. 

Justice Brandels delivered the 
opinion. 

After Maccracken had been ap- 
prehended and tried by the Senate 
and sentenced to 10 days imprison- 
ment, he carried his fight to Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme courts. 

The Court of Appeals held that 
since papers sought from Mac- 
cracken had been destroyed after he 
was subpoenaed, with his consent, 
he did not have them and therefore 
violated no law In not producing 
them. 

Maccracken on his first appear- 
ance before the committee refused 
to produce papers, pleading immun- 
ity because of confidential relations 
between attorney and client. The 
committee suggested that he consult 
the air mall companies.. 

He did so and received consent 
from all but two companies, their 
represntatlves went through the 
files and removed many letters.
